SuBsEcT; “THE TIME OF MAN” 


We are able to present this absorbing film through 
the courtesy of the American Museum of Natural 
History and the generosity of Mr. and Mrs. Gerret 
van S: Copeland. It has been described as a 
“thoughtful, stimulating and brilliant exposition of 
the basic meaning of the word environment” — a 
word that probably never loomed larger in the 
vocabulary than it does today. 

Starting with the evolution of the earth from a 
cloud of gas to a sea-covered planet able to sustain 
‘the first tiny bits of life, the interrelationships of 
creatures and environment is shown in a new per- 
spective. Animals are seen to have survived, or 
perished, according to their ability to adapt to the 
environment. 

The film shows the development of primitive man 
and focuses on several primitive groups whose life 
styles so clearly reflect their attitudes toward the 
environment: the Pygmies who live in a careful, 
géntle relationship with their forest environment; 
the neighboring Bantu who live only by dominating 
the forest environment; the Ik of Northern Uganda, 
once hunters, then forced by politics to farm an 
unfarmable land. 

In the film, Margaret Mead revisits the people of 
Peri Village in the Pacific Islands. In 1928. they 
were living as peaceful fishermen; in 1953, trying 
to imitate Western society; in 1965, contending with 
overpopulation, water pollution and juvenile delin- 
quency.

DR. PETER U. RODDA, the newly-appointed 
Chairman and Curator of the Academy’s Depart- 
ment of Geology, was born in Albuquerque, New 
Mexico, but spent most of his young life in and 
around the Los Angeles area. He received both his 
Bachelor of Arts and Ph.D. degrees in geology from 
the University of California, Los Angeles, in 1952 
and 1960 respectively. 

He worked as a geologist with the Humble Oil 
and Refining Co., Chico, during 1954-1956 and was 
an Instructor at UCLA, 1957. Then began a long 
association with the University of Texas in 1958 
which maintained until his arrival at the Academy 
this year. While.at Austin, he was a Research Scien- 
tist, Bureau of Economic Geology, and an Associate 
Professor in the Department of Geological Sciences. 
His appointment at the CAS began September first. 

Dr. Rodda’s major interest is in fossil mollusks. 
A National Science Foundation grant made in 1958 
was in support of studies of Cretaceous stratigraphy

ley. He has also studied fossils in Southern California, 
Texas and the Gulf Coast area.
